"the victory of Coumiodore Dewey eanie 
to the government through the nic;linni 
of the iircsM despatches. It the rei)ort is 
true that Commodore Dewey has l)enuii 
a bombardment aud blockade oC the city 
of Manila, it is unlikely tliat be can 
spare a vessel from his fleet to carry the 
news to Hongkong, the neatest cable 
.sUition, so it is not known when official 
advices will come. 

There was some expectation that 
through the surrender of the city the 
Commodore might aciiuiro control of the 
cable, but a fear is entertained that be- 
fore retiring from the city llie Siniiiisli 
ttoops will destroy the delicate aud com 
plicated electrical apparatus for the re 
ception and despatch of messages, and 
it is uncertain that there is enough tech- 
nical skill in the lleot to sot the cable 
working again. Tlio cutting of the cable 
u« reported by the Spaniards is not re- 
sardQcl as particularly serious, since be- 
ing hemmed in there? by the American 
• blockading licet the Spaniards would uot 
^*"-be afele to make the cut far ofl! shore, so 
■ that the cable could be easily grappled 
and repaired. . 

The greatest anxiety in felt as to the 
casualties sustained by the Aiiieriean 
licet. From the stubborn defence made 
by the Spaniards it is feared tliat before 
they burned, lilew up or sunk their ships 
they managed to indict severe damage 
upon Coiniuodore .'Dewey's siiuadron. 

All of the ships engaged we;:e vuluer 
aide in one respect, namely, in' their lack 
of protection to life. There was not an 
armored ship in Commodore Dewey's 
fleet, the nearest approach beinj; the Hag 
ship Olympia. She had some coal 
protection around the sides and au a i chcd 
steel deck calculated to protect the vitals 
of the ship. The other vessels of the 
fleet, save those rocently added (■> th 
navy, like the McCuUoch, have light steel 
decks of this character, but in all eases, 
with the exception of some slight protec- 
tion ill the shape of gun shields, the per- 
sonhel of the ships -was exposed to the 
fire of the enemy. 

If Commodore Dewey has lost a eon- 
siderable portion of his men, it is fear- 
ed he will be much embarrassed in the 
work of maintaining possession o£ Ma- 
nila for lack of sullicicnt force. X'nited 
States naval vessels are always under 
manned accordius to Kuropean stand- 
ards, aud it will not he possible to spare 
any considerable force of men to keen 
the city and particularly if the engage- 
nient disabled many of them. 'I'here was 
some talk this evening ot sending troops 
out from San Francisco to aid in this 
work, but this has not yet taken place 
as far as can be learned, and it is likely 
that the department ■ will wait to hear 
from Dewey himself before taking ac- 
tion. It may be, and in fact is expected, 
that bv combination with the insurgents 
he will succeed in having his mttn re- 
lieved of the task of garrisoning Ma- 
nila. , . , , . 

As to the future of the islands, it is 
likely that the government will retain 
possession of at least one good port, 
such as Manila, for a coniling station and 
base of supplies during ^e remainder of 
the war. 

There was understood to DC- a con- 
siderable Spanish force in the Philip- 
pines, and a large number of natives 
are said to. bo "loyal." moaning that 
sense 'attached to the Spanish' fortunes. 
TyithVtliis material on one hand andiin- 
snrgdhts on the other, the lattod stimu- 
late by tlje overthrow ot Spaniards at 
ManiinJ it is probable that civil war may 
rage on the islands for some time out- 
side of Manila proi»r. 

It is believed that oflicials have not 
decided what to do with thi? islands at 
the end of tlie war, but in their i)osses- 
sion the United States v.ill enjoy a 
powerfitl weapon in enforcing terms of 
l)eaco witli Spain . Supposing I'orto 
Itico shall next bo .seized, it would .seem 
that Spain wiU have little to (uicourago 
her in 'further resistance, i)arficularly as 
the fall of Porto Itico would mean tlu^ 
loss to. her of her ironclad fleet, should 
it crqss the Atlantic. 

Thei;e.is no talk.yet,af European inter- 
vention; but one at thie most beneficin! 
results of the <^ieti>ry' yesterday is that 
an impressio:! has ibeeh . made on the 
European powers, who can now no 
longer afford to blind themselves to the 
fact that man to man tbe Atacrlcan 
ftavy is equal to any la .the world. There 



was no »?xhibitioii, as was sneeringly pre- 
dicted in the Kuroixjan press, of we.iU- 
iiess in the American fleet caused by 
heterogeneinis comi>osition. It is safe lt> 
say that after the battle at Manila tho 
ICurcjpcau jiowors will conclude that the 
American (lag floats over the Ainericau 
crew, regardless of the nativity or racial 
descent of the men whp fire the gnus. 



MAN1LA;IS HOW BURMNG. 
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FOL'CIIT FOUR IIOUKS. 

Spaniards Knew Their Ships Were Out- 
classed bnt Expected More From, 
the Forts. 

London, May ^. — 'riic Madrid eiu'res' 
poudent of tin? Times, describing the en 
gageiuent at Manila, says: "The Olym- 
pia, the lialeigli, the Conconl, the Tet- 
rel iiiid the Mouiicacy enten'd the buy 
under <M)ver of d.-irkiiess, Dy the smallei' 
and safer B(ica<diical channel. The f'ort-^ 
of Corrcgior island gave l\u) alarm l)y 
firing on tlie intruders, but they seemed 
to have inflicted no serious damage. 

"The Ainericari squadron moved up the 
bay and at 3 o'clock in the morning ap 
poarcd before Oavite. Here, laying 
uudev the forts, was the Spanish siinad 
roll. Admiral .Montejo, a few days be 
fore, went Id Sublet bay to look for tlie 
enemy, but Iraiiiliig that thoy were vast- 
ly suiii'i'ior, had pi'iidcntly returned ami 
plai'(Ml his ships under the iirotectiou of 
the forts. This was his only chance of 
meeting the oiieiuy on something like 
equal terms, and it did not suHicc. 

"Soon the Aiuericaiis opened lire, 'nie 
Spanish replied vigorously aud the coin- 
liat coiitiniU'd without interruption for 
four hours, during which the D(Mi An- 
tonio de Ulloa was sunk, the Castilla 
and Jlindauao wore set on lire, ami the 
Ueiutt .Maria Christina aud the. Doa 
.Itian de Austria were seriously damaged. 
One or two of the smaller craft were 
scuttled by their crows to escape cap- 
ture. Others took refuge in a small 
neighboring creek emptying into Haker 
hay, where presumably the Amoricuu 
shiprf were unable to follow, but not one 
surrendered. 



TIIIRTY-FIVB MILLIONS MORE. 

Voted by the Senate Witliout a Murmur 
— Fever Proof Soldiers Sought From 
the South. 

Washington, May 2. — Several war 
measures wore passed by the senate to- 
da.v, and notwithstanding their impor- 
tance, not one of thdm elicited the slight- 
est debate. ' Probably the most impor- 
tant was the emergency war deficiency 
bill, carrying $35,720,945. Not more 
than ton minutes were consumed in pas- 
sing it, that time being occupied in read- 
ing the measure. 

i\Ir. Ilawley, chairman of the inilitar.v 
afTairs committee, secured tlie |)assago 
of a bill pro.-iding for the enlistineut 
of a volunteer brigade of (Migineers and 
one lliousand men in the South who arc 
imiiiuiite to yellow fever, these enlist- 
ments to be in aildition to those provided 
for in the rresideiit's call for IL'.'i.OOO 
volunteers. These men will enlist "for 
the war." 

The other measures passed were for 
susiiending, .for the duration of the war, 
the restrictions placed b.v existing law 
upon the quartermaster's department of 
the army, in order that supplies may be 
purchased witliout the present formali- 
ties, dnd another providing that owners 
ot mining claims shall not forfeit them 
for not performing assessment work 
upon them providing they enlist for the 
war. 

The war revenue measures passed by 
the house of representatives last week 
were received, by the senate and referred 
to the finance committee for considcra 
tion. 



TOLD IN PAUAGRAPHS. 
It is reported at Havana that an 
gagcment between .Spanish troojis mui 
the insurgents has taken place at Pncrti) 
Principe, the insurgents losing 15, among 
tliom two oflicers. 

A special dispatch from Madrid savs 
the Spaniards fought splendidly, the sail- 
ors refusing to leave the burning and 
sinking ships. The captain of the Jieina 
Christina went down with his ship. 

According to ii dispatch from Cadiz. to 
the London Daily Chronicle it is believ- 
ed there that orders have been given for 
a fleet of five vessels to start for Cub 
on May 15. 

A new torpedo boat left Baltimore ve.s- 
terday for Norfolk to take her place in 
the United States navy. 

■When till! news of tlie victory o(T Ma- 
nila had spread through Chicago proces- 
sions were formed in front of the news- 
p:ip(M- offices and marclicd about the 
streets cheering. 

'J'he following dispatch has been sent 
to I'rosident McKinley: "In the. name of 
millions of Irishmen; Parnellite members 
of tlie I-Iouso of Commons send you con- 
gratulations on th(! brilliant victory 
achieved by the American fleet.'" 

The conduct of the Spanish ndiniral in 
sinking tlie remnant of tlu> sliijis of the 
fleet in ord(>r to prevent their captnrt', 
i.s liiglily i'xt(dled by the JIadrid lu'os.s. 
'I'lie Imparcial adviisos tlu> goveniniont 
to arm all available' shipijiii;; and con- 
vert tlio vessels into au auxiliary Hoot 
for the puri)ose!Of capturing and des 
troying American merchant vcsKcds. 
.\ dispatch to the Daily Mail from Las 
Palmas dated April 'Z'.\ ways: "The exo- 
dus continues. Business is pariilyz^ed 
and great distress among the working 
classes. is threatened. The, strict crnsor- 
ship of telegrams prcvenfii any news g«t- 
ing to the outside worId.V . 
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is what was to be expocted from D^jwoy." 
As the more definite news of Dewey's 
success came, however, there wa^ great 
Jubilation.

, THE ADJIIKAL'S STORY. 

Madrid, May 2.— (via Paris)— The iia 
\a\ bureau of Manila sends the f(dlow 
ing report, signed by Montejo. the Span 
isli ailmiral: ■"In the middle of tlie night 
the American siiuadron forced the forts 
and before daybi-oak apijcared off Cavite. 
The night was. completely dark. At half 
pnst seven the bow of the Holna Maria 
Christina took fire, and soon after her 
poop also burned. At .S o'clock with my 
staff I wont on hoard the Isla de Cuba 
I'lie lieina ^laria Christina and Castilla 
w ere then entire, y enveloped in llanies 
Other ships liaving been damaged we re- 
tired to Paker Bay, where some hail to 
lie sunk to lu-event iliem f:illing into tin 
blinds of the enemy. Our- losses wen 
not numerous, nutahly Caiitaiii ("'adarsi 
a jiriest and nine other persons." 

A special to 101 Ileraldo fnan Manila 
siiys: Admiral Monti'jo, the Spanish 
ciunmaiider, acknowledges that the Span 
ish licet lias been completely deniolislied. 
Ho adds that the crew of the Spanish 
waship Mindano have been saved. 

DBWBY WELL SUPPLIED. 

Washington, May 2.— Naval -bureau 
chiefs who have charge of equipping the 
fleets 'with ammunition iind coal say that 
Commodore Dewey's eagagement of yes- 
terday does not deplete his stock of pro- 
jectiles, powder, coal and other neces 
sary supplies to any serious extent, and 
that ho lias ample supplies of this vital 
character eo carry on such further T-^ra. 
tions as may he necessary. 

ENLISTMENT OF CUBANS. 

Washington, May 2.— Senator Proctor 
to-day iutrodiR'cd a liill peniiittiiig Cu 
bans to enlist in the Ainericau ariii.v 
during the Spanish war. The bill also 
permits the I'resideat to accept the si 
vices of Cuban independent vobinti 
troops and muster them into the military 
service of tlio United States for a period 
of not loss than one month and not more 
than two years. There is also a pro 
vision depriving those serving under 
this law from thcljenefits of the pension 
laws of tlie United States. 

SPAIN SEEKS BEVBNGB. 

Madrid, Jlay 2, (0 p.m.)— The colebrn- 

lioa in Iionor ot tlio Spanish olflcers 
Ituiz, Daoiz and Velardes, the victims of 
.Miirat's massacre, having proceodo<l to- 
day as usual in siiite of tlio bad news 
from the Pliilippines, tlie streets wore 
packed, liut there was no outwanl dis- 
pla.v of sorrow. The procession passed 
off ill glorious sunshine. 

There was no patriotic speeches. The 
iiiinds ot the people are too full of the 
disaster to think of anything but aveng- 
ing the surprise at Manila bay. 

COLONIAL OFFICE REPORT. 

London, May 2.— Details of the battle 
at Manila have been received at the 
British colonial oilice. They came in two 
cable messages received yesterday even- 
ing, the substance of which will bo fur- 
nished the Associated Press by officials 
of the colonial office to-day. The Jirst 
dispatcli announces that the United 
States fleet entered Manila harbor at 
daybreak, stationing itself opposite tlie 
(ity. The foit opened lire on the Ainori- 
ciin warships whereupon they shifted 
tlicir iiositioii to one near Cavite, in Ma- 
nila Bay, engaging in a fierce fight 
against both forts and the Stuuiish fleet. 
The engageineiit lasted two hours and 
resulted in the annihilation ot the Span 
ish fleet. The American ships then with 
drew to their magazine vessel, stalioni' 
in the centre of the roadstead, for tin 
purpose of coaling. One Aniericiiii ve 
Hci, whose name is not iiieiitioued, is said 
to be disabled. 

Commodore Dowo.v requested British 
Consul Dawson-Walker to convoy a racs 
sage to the Spaifish governor-general de- 
manding the surrender' of' all torpedoes 
and ginis in Manila and possossiofi of the 
cable olllce, saying that unless th 
terms were complied with bo would pro 
t>eed to bombard the oity. ■' 

Tlio first message ends- with tlfe, stsite 
mont that the Spanish 'ofBclal's <iro con 
ferring with the British consul and the 
telcgraiili ('onipaiiy's agent, ; and that 
pending a decision the cables would not 
be t>erinitted to handle messnges. 'i'lu 
sei-oiid dispatch annouiieed that tlie 
Spanish governor-general refused to sur 
render torpedoes, guns and ^ cable office 
and that be had prevented the agent o 
the ielegrapli company from conferrin; 
with Commodore Dewey. The mcssagi 
nded with the statement that the lirit 
isii governor of the Straits Setllenient 
xpected that the bombardment of .Ma 
nila would be begun on Jlonday morn 
ing, when tlie Spaniards would cut the 
cable. The first of these cable mc.-<sage.' 
was received at O o'clock yestprday oven 
ing. the second one was received at mid 
night. •

A'^'aslniigton. May 1. — The Portuguese 
niinislcr called at the slat(> (lei)a rtiiieiit 
,vi>stcnlay and gave ollicial notice of 
Pcu-tngal's neutrality, .\fterwarils he e.v- 
liresscd regret at the published repoi-ls 
attrilinliiig delay to Portugal and a dis- 
position to favor Siiain as against the 
I'liitcd States. The miinster says that 
the reports are unwarrtinted and that 
an ollicial dispatch; received from Lis- 
bon last* night, shows the authorities at 
Lisbon acted with promptness.

. the test. reiuarUahly well. Later details 
may put somewhat of a din:erent face 
on tlic innttcr: but at present .our ns-iKh- 
•■'bonrs nniy well feel proud of wlial ihey 
Jinve done. 

1"he batth' was one of very Kivnl: iin- 
Vortiuice, much more" so than is iniplioil 
,;in the loss of Manila bV Spain. If the 
IJniiod States fleet liad been at all liain- 
ased. it would have been coiniicllcil (o

•go to determine the result eitlier one way 
•or the other. Admiral Dewey can prob- 
ably take care of the rhilippine Islands; 
'bill if there is danger of a native ri^iuK 
imd a general massncle. (Jreat Britain 
:and some of the other powers may inter- 
fere. Wlmli will become of tlie islands is 
: another (luestion and a very serious om-. 
Spain can hardly hope to rel.iin Iheiii 
now. But who will take thcni? This 
' is by no means as easy a question to 
answer as one miprht think. 'Wo inti- 
mated the other day the possibility Miat, 
if Spain saw liciself unable to keep Ihese 
islands, slie might conclude to ofTor tiiein 
to Germany in consideration of support 
against the Uriitc<l States^" They would 
l>o a H[)leiidid possession in the 'inndH .>f 
:i strong government. Hut (lennauy 
would'hardly bo allowed to accept th»;;n 
without a struggle. They would com- 
pletely overshadow tho poBso.iHions of 
Krancc on the Asiatic coast. (!ri>ar l?ri- 
tain could not regard such a atep with 
aatistaction.

Neverthe- 
ss at each stale, city or nalioiial elec- 
tion it espouses the cause of the political 
party, which it bolievcs is 'entitled on tho 
whole to tho confldcncc of the people; nnd 
miikos an cxceeiliiigly vigorous fight for 
candidates. ^\'lu'Il the olcclion is over 
it returns to its attitude of independent 
criticism. It is perhaps hardly possible 
for a Canadian Journal to occupy exactly 
the place here that the Post does in 
Now York. 'Pile cunimimily is smaller 
and there is too much of the pyrsaiinl 
element in politics; but no good reason 
can be given why party newspapers 
should not hold themselves free to make 
any suggestions on pulilic (luesiions that 
occur to them and urge measures upon 
the men whom they usually support. - If 
they do not succeed in influencing their 
phrty to adopt tlioir views, no harm is 
dune. Tho very essence of party gov- 
(■riiuient is compromise, as has been said 
o\er and over again by the highest nil' 
thorities on such subjects. The men 
who form a political party are those wli. 
feel that the best interests of the emiii 
try are served hy their working in liar 
mony. Each member of the party and 
each newspaper ought to feel at lilierty 
to urge any view upon poliliciil associ- 
ates. It does not follow that if views 
urged are not accepted a withdrawal of 
support will follow. The majority must 
rule in the country, and the majority 
ought to rule in settling the internal 
I)i)lioy of a party.

Due enstcrn exeliange advises another 
to wait to see what the ministry think 
about Senate reform before committing 
itself to it. This is bad advice. It puts 
the press in the wrong iiositioii. Tin? 
Iiesl support which a newspaper can give 
its political friends is an independent 
.pi\LC. Wc do not mean that whoii party 
lines are drawn at an election, a news- 
■paper, friendly to an adniiiiistrntion or 
Idpposed to it, as tlie case may he, ought 
to assume an independent attitude. To 
do so would be absurd. Its .dijty la to 
c.'camino tho whole political field, and on 
lialaneing what may be said on both 
sides determine which it will support as 
best in the interest of the country, and 
work as strenuously and honorably as 
It can for the success of tho eaiisc it es- 
pouses. We arc roforriiig, in the view 
•expressed above, to the coiidnci of a 
newspat>er in tlie interim helweeii elec- 
tions. To wait then to see what its party 
leaders may say is a very ignol)U> per- 
formance, and the paper which does so 
■is fair neither to its(df nor its renders. 

Unless the press of both parties main- 
tain an tittitude of independence in the 
sense wc have just expressed, nil the 
good effect of free discussion will he lost.

THE FUAXCIIISE BILL. 

The Toronto JLiil and Empire nmkes 
the only tenable point that we Imve 
seen taken against allowing the frun- 
cliis(! tor Doniiiiinii elections to \w regu- 
lated by the provinces, namely, that, 
whereas in some of the provinces the 
principle of "one man, one vote" pre- 
vails, in others a man may have a vote 
ill eviM'y constituency in which lie owns 
projicrty. A\'e do not think iiiiieh of thi' 
ohjection that the lists in the several 
provinces are uiadc up by the appointees 
of the local government, for in the first 
place it is only partly true, and in the 
next iilace some one has to make up the 
list.s, and on the average there is about 
as much honesty iu one set of oHicials as 
in another. But to the plan prevailing 
in tjiu'liei! .-11111 New I?riiiiswick, where 
a man may iiave a dozen votes if he 
owns property in a dozen constituencies, 
there is a scions objection on principle, 
unless, indeed, wo are to adopt tlie idea 
of cumulative voting fn its entirety, and 
the country is not re;i(ly for that. If 
property is to vote, and that is the only 
reason why a inaa having property in 
several coustltucacibs is allowed several 
votes, no good reason can he given why 
a man who has twice as much i)roiiorty 
as another in'one constituency ought not 
to have two votes to tlie other's one. In 
other words, if more votes than one may 
he cast by the same indivi(lnal, there is 
no reason why we should not adojit the 
principle on which the votes of share- 
holders in :i (Muniiany .iic ilist rihiited. 

We suggo-it that the vlitllcnlty raised 
hy the Mail and Empire can bo got over 
hy providing that the while the lists of 
the province shall he taken, non-rosiilont 
votes shall not he allowed. Tliis would 
compel a man to vote in the constitiieney 
where he resides and would prevent any 
one from casting more tlmn one ballot. 
If this were done there would he little 
(d)jeetion to using the provincial lists, al- 
though the voting qualificatiou in the 
s(!veral provinces ia not uniforoi. 

We note that the only ground upon 
which the Ottawa ministry base their 
proposed ch-iiige is the expense of the 
present systeii, which is so great that 
it is out' of the dtiestion to have a revis- 
ion of the Hats every year. Thus the' 
present list of Dominion voters is several 
jears old and if an election were called 
this year under these lists, a very large 
luiniber 'of people would be 'disfranchised. 
.\l tho same time the ministry does not 
wish to he understood as surrendering 
the right of llie Dominion to control the 
franchise., AVo liad always understood 
it to be a part of the Liberal doctrine 
that, under the federal system on which 
the union of the provinces is haserl, the 
fnincliise is peculiarly a provincial con- 
cern. If the Liberals arc going to aban- 
don this position, then we say it would 
he far better to frame a now Dominion 
fnincliise act, making ii(>rsonnl registra- 
tion necessary and reiiuiring annual 
registration. 'I'liis would necessitate the 
appointment of olllcers ti* n^gislei- the 
votes, but they need not necessarily Ix^ 
Dominion appointees. Some eotinty or 
municipal ollicer could he named with 
whom voters could register. There is no 
more need for red tape ami clahdratc ap- 
peals, in resjiect to the Dominion fran- 
chise than in respect to that for provin- 
cial elections or even for those for civic 
olllcers. These things are diHiciilt only 
when they are made so,

fessedly only a temporary expedient to;

The special Associated I'ress service' 
to the Colonist on Sunday evening 
brought the news of the first bloodsheil 
in the conflict bctivcen Spain and the 
United States. Bulletins announciuK 
tlie meeting, of the lluets at Manila were 
received about S:;iO ji.m., and at p.m. 
were given to the public in a war e.xtra 
eagerly received by tho e.vpeetant public. 
The news was uU received from Spanish 
olUeial sources, tlu! specials to the Lon- 
<lou press having evidently been held back 
li.v the authorities, but all that could be 
obtained was printed in a second war 
extra issucjd early yesterday morning &nil 
containing with others tho dispatches 
printed below. 

Madrid, May 1.— (C:30 p.m.)— Advices 
from Manila say the American squadron, 
under Commodore Dewey, appeared off 
the Bay oL' Manila at 5 o'clock this 
morning and opened a strong caunonjide 
against the Spanish squadron and forts 
protecting the harbor. The Spanish sec- 
ond class cruiser Don Juan de Austria 
was severely damaged aad her comman- 
der wflis killed. Another Spanish vessel 
was burned. The American squadron re- 
tired, having also sustained aovorc dam- 
age. A second naval engagement fol- 
lowed in which the American squadron 
Jigaiu suffered great loss and the Span- 
ish warships Mindanao and Ulloa wore 
slightly damaged. 

Madrid, May 1.— (S p.m.)— The follow- 
ing is tho text of the olUcial dispatch 
from the Governor-General of the Phil- 
ippines to tho minister of war, Lieut. - 
General Correa, as to the engagement off 
Manila last night (April 30): 

"The batteries at the entrance to the 
fort announced the arrival of tho en- 
emy's squadron, forcing a passage under 
tlie obscurity of night. At daybreak, 
the enemy took up positions, opening 
with a strong lire against fort Cavito 
and the arsenal. 

"Our fleet engaged the cmcny in a 
brilliant combat protected by the Cavite 
and Manila forts. They obliged the 
onem.v, with heavy loss, to manoeuvre 
repeatedly. At 9 o'clock the American 
squadron took refuge behind the foreign 
mercliant .shipping, on tho east side of 
the bay. 

"Our fleet, considering the enemy's 
superiority, naturally suffered a severe 
loss. The Maria Christina is on fire 
and another ship, believed to be the 
Don .Tuan do Austria, was I)lown up. 

"There was considerable loss of life. 
Captain Cadaraso, commanding the 
Maria Christina, is among the killed. I 
cannot now give further details. The 
spirii of the navy and volunteers is ex- 
cellent." 

Madrid, May 1.— (Midnight.)— Late of- 
ficial telegrams say Montejo has trans- 
ferred his flag to the cruiser Isla de 
Cuba from the cruiser Beina IMaria 
Christina, which is completely burnt. 
The Spanish cruiser Castilla was also 
burnt. The other ships retired from the 
combat, some being sunk to avoid their 
falling tnto the enemy's hands. Cabinet 
ministers speak of "serious but honorable 
losses." 

EI Heraldo de Madrid says that Ad- 
miral .Montejo changed his llagship dur- 
ing the engagement or lietweoii the two 
encoanter.s in order to better direct tlie 
manoeuvres. In this way ho escaped 
the fate of the commander of the Keina 
Maria Christina. The second engage- 
ment, according to El Heraldo, was ap- 
parently commenced by the Americans 
aKor landing their wounded on the west 
side of the bay. In tlie latter engage- 
ment the Spanish ships Mindano and 
Ulloa suffered heavily. 

Madrid, May 1 .-Notwithstanding the 
severe damage the Spanish ships sus- 
trained naval ofllcers here consider that 
further operations by tho AnnTican 
squadron will be conducted under great 
dilllculties, owing to their having no 
base where they could reriair and iccoal 
or obtain fresh supplies of aininiinition. 

London, May 2.— Dispatches from Ma 
drid datcil 2:20 a.m. say the city is now 
tranquil, although the mounted guarils 
are liatrolling ail tlie main streets. At 
the theatres, cafes, and in front oC the 
newspaper afllces last evening tlie peoph 
loudly lamented the unprepaiedncss of 
Manila to resist tho American warsiiips 
whose attack had long been expected. 
The Madrid authorities are deternjined 
to suppress all street demonstrations, 



10 o'clock the streets were crowded with 
people all discussing the exciting topic of 
the hour. 

While victory had been expected, the 
news of it, coming as it did from Span- 
ish sources, gave vent to the patriotism 
cf the people which has been pent up for 
days. It was a spontaneous oxitburst of 
patriotic feeling that scarcely know 
bounds. Commodore Dewey's name was 
on (■very lij) and his praises were suns 
in the rejoicings of the people. 

Thus Jar no advices have been receiv- 
ed by the goveninient, but the Associat- 
ed I'ress dispatches wore transmitted to 
the President and ollicials of tlie ad- 
ministration as rapidly as they wore re- 
i ei\ ed. Tho President in company with 
several of his colleusueS;read the. buUe-. 
tins in the library of the White, House 
early in the evening, biit later in the 
night ho went to his olllce in tho second 
floor of the executive mansion, when; 
until a late hour ho continued to peinse 
every dispatch with deepest iiitercht. 
The news was evidently of the most 
gratifying character to him, but no state- 
ment could bo obtained at the executive 
iiiansioii concerning the battle or its pi;s- 
sible conse<iuences. 

Ollicials of the navy department were 
reticent in discussing the conllict in the 
absence of ollleial information, Imt they 
made no pretence of concealinK their 
Weat gratification. Secretary I-ong de- 
clined to comment upon the subject, hut 
it was evident that he felt relieved. 
When Secretary Bliss was shown the 
first dispatch, briefly recounting the vic- 
tory of the American squadron, ho un- 
hesitatingly expressed his gratification 
at the result and gave utterance to tho 
hope that Admiral Dewey's fleet had not 
huffered greatly. Secretary Hanna and 
Chaucey M. Dopew, who were with Sec- 
rotary Bliss at the time, wore delighled 
with the advices and made no concea' 
nient of their pleasure. Secretary Alger 
deeliired that it was a "^.'iorioiis vic- 
tory," but in common with other ollicials 
of "the administration declined to make 
extended comment upon it. 

'Ihe absence of any statement of any 
injury to the American vessels was con- 
strued as convincing indication fliat tliey 
I'.ad not suffered appreciable injury and 
this was thoroughly pleasing to the naval 
students of "the news. Not only wa4 the 
piesrrvntion of the American ships and 
men considered in itself a happy out- 
come, but it wa.s commented upon as 
indicating clearly that Commodore Dew 
oy and his assistant ofllcers and the 
men under their command hitd discharg 
ed splendidly their several duties in di- 
recting and executing tho fight. In this 
ccnncction it was pointed out as little 
less than marvellous that the American 
squadron escaped without severe injury, 
because notwithstanding the disparity 
in naval forces, the Spanish licet, assist- 
ed by the shore batteries, should liave 
been able to inflict severe damaRc to its 
foe before itself being destroyed. Its 
failure to do so, was explicable only 
upon the hypothesis of perfect and swift 
work by the Americans. 

An opinion freely expressed to-night 
i by naval oflicers is that the very decis- 
ive vietor.v of Admiral Dewey's licet will 
mean probably an early end to the war 
without further naval battles of im- 
portance. The Araerican fleet, it is sug- 
gested, is now supremo in tho waters 
(jf the Spanish Paciflc possessions, and 
indications are strongly tow:ud the .'•Hp 
ping of the Philippines from her con 
trol. It was said that only by quickly 
yielding to American demands in Cuba 
could their loss possibly be averted 
Spain, it is argued, is confronted with 
a situation which promises naiiKlit save 
disast(>r in ciisc she elects to force more 
lighting. Tho superiority of tho Anieri 
can fleet has been, demonstrated iu the 
Pacific and the same result, it is con 
tended, would be inevitable in the At 
lantic if a clash comes. Navy oWccrs 
think this view must prevail with thi 
Spanish government and believe an end 
of the war on the basis of Cuban inde 
pendence is to follow soon.

Prediction '^riiat the Sininisli Itever;- 
Will P.ring Karly Knd to War. 

■SVasIiington, May 1. — There is great 
rejoicing here to-day. Not since the darli 
days of the civil conflict of a third of a 
century ago have the people of this city 
been so profoundly moved by news as 
they were this evening. The first battle 
of tho Spanish-American war has been 
fought and victory lies with Commodore 
Dewey's faction. 'That was enough to set 
the people of Washington almost in a 
frenzy of outhusiasm. For days tlio.v, in 
common with flie people throughout th 
Country, have been awaiting news from 
the Philippines, as everything pointed t( 
n 'battle at Manila that might be a de 
eisive conflict of the war. Wl;on the 
news crime indicating a victory for tin 
American squadron, the enthusiasm of 
the people was let loose, and the streets 
of the city have rung -with cheers 
throughout the night. 

'J'lie first news of the battle received in 
Washington came in a brief cablegram 
to the Associated Press from Madrid 
about 8 o'clock this evening., As the 
night wore on 'the .bablc' 'continued to 
Fing the news oCi.the. ylctbry for the 
squadron of Commodore Dewey and the 
interest grew into tremendous excite- 
ment. ■ Ordinarily, Washington is the 
quietest of places on Stinday, but as bul 
letin after bulletin' wasi'posted in front 
of the newspaper :offlces' tlie crowds in 
the streets became uproarious. .Good as 
well as bad news spread rapidly, and by

WHAT LONDON THINKS. 

Having No Base for Kepairs, United 
States Squadron May Have To 
Return Home Unsuccessful. 

London, May 1. — While it is quite 
clear that tho Spanisli squadron has suf- 
fered a crushing defeat, the disp.itchos 
leave unsettled the intensely intere.iting 
question whether the American squadron 
has suffered material damage. All news 
thus far comes, from Spanish sources, 
but it seems evident that Commodore 
Dei^ey has not captured ^^nnila'. Unless 
he is able to make another attack and 
capture the town he will be in an awl 
ward position, . Iiaving no base on which 
to retire and to refif. Probably, there 
fore, the United States squadron will be 
obliged to make for Snn Francisco. 

As tlie entrance to Manila hay was 
lien\ily mined witli torpedoes Commo 
(lore L)(!wey displayed great pluck and 
courage in making for the inner har 
bor. According to private advices re 
ccived from Madrid the United States 
cruisers Olympia and Raleigh and two 
others, the names of which are not given, 
entered tlu^ harbor. No dispatch gives 
details as to the vessels actually engaged 
on either side. It appears to be incor- 
rect that the American ships fiifally an 
chored behind the merchantmen on the 
east side of the bay; it should be the 
west side. 

Probabilities point in tho direction of 
the second engagement having occur- 
red through the Spaniards trying to pre 
vent the landing of the Americin wound 
ed. Pieliablo details cannot be had un 
til Commodore Dewey is able to com 
municate with Jlongkong. There is 
however, a suspicious frankness alinut 
the Spanisli dispatches that savors a de 
sire to break unpleasant news to the 
Spaniards. It is not unlikely that Com 
modore Dewey may be able to ren>?w the 
attack.

FAMINK AND MASSACRE. 

Terrible Conditions at Manila to Which 
The ^Bombardment Has Added 
; Horrors. 

Shanghai, May 2.— Dispatches received 
lom Manila by tlic Shanghai Gazette shy 
tlie ca])ital of the Philippine Islands is 
short of food and ammunition and tha 
the conditions prevailing liave heeii niadi 
worse by tho Hocking into Manila of 
Spaniards from the provinces. It is add 
ed that the natives are already looting 
and killing in the provinces, Spanish wo 
men and children being included in tlu 
victims. It is further asserted that the 
priests are the special objects of the 
natives' vengeance, about a dozen priests 
having been killed during the past week. 

I'^amino prices for food are said to pre- 
vail at Manila and, it is claimed, the 
Spanish nuthoritiea nre maintaining or- 
der with diniculty. People are burying 
their valuables to prevent their seizure 
by the , insurgents, orj Americans. The 
military authorities are endeavoring to 
ptit a bold front on tho situation: but, 
the Manila correspondent of tlie Shang- 
hai Gnzette asserts that it is certain 
that tlie insurgents, will sack- the city 
w hen the United States fleet appears, and 
Uscriminnting between Spaniards and 
other foreigners. 

Tlie dispatches allege that the Spani- 
ards at Manila are almost unprepared to 
withstand an attack upon Ihe part of the 
United States fleet, claiming that no (]e-

FESTIVAL. At Madrid: 

Vain Hope That Victory by the Fleet at 
JIauila Might Give Further Cause 
fur Rejoicing. 

Madrid, May 1.— (Noon.)— All is quiot, 
but llie festival lieing organized for to- 
morrow promises to bo an unusual de- 
monstration, being tlie anniversary 'both 
of the liberation of Spain from France 
and of tlie naval 'victory' of Spain at 
tJnllao, Peru, in l.SliO; while' interest in 
the event is hoiglilciied by tlie hopi? of 
the Spaniards that the Spanish tleet will 
be victorious over the United States 
fleet commanded by Commodore Dewey, 
tliu;! giving tlicni a triiile celebration. 

The mayor of Madrid has issued a 
manifesto inviting all the inhabitants of 
this city to participate in tlu? celebration. 
IJe says: "Spain is engaged in a strug- 
gle to repel tho nnjustitiablo ntlcmplM of 
the yaiikecs to rob her of her rights in 
Cuba; but the Yankees will not find it an 
easy task to conquer a race whoso his- 
tory during twenty centuries has lieen 
notable only for war exploits." 

FIGHTING OFF CUBA. 

American Ship Bombardirig .Battery at 
Cieufuegos Driven' Off by 
Gunboats. 

Madrid, May 1.— (2:30 p.m.)— An ofllc 
ial dispatch from Havana says: "An 
American ship has bombarded a battery 
at the entrance of Cienfnegos, but it 
was driven off by three of our gunboats 
which put oft' the harbor in another di- 
icction. We sustained some slight dam- 
age. Other men-of-war have threatened 
Ihe :\lariel coast. Troops have gon» to 
its defence." 

A dispatch from Havana says: "Man^ 
Cubans are offering their services to tlie 
Spaniards to 'rcjiel tho American at 
tacks' and it is added that they will be 
incorporated into a Cuban brigade." 
SP.MN'S ARMY IN CUBA. 

Almost One-Third of the Great Host 
Iteguiarly in Hospital. 

Savannah, Ga., May 1.— Dr. W. F. 
Bruniier, formerly United States sani- 
tary inspector at Havana, has just re- 
turned from AVasliiiigton where he went 
to place valuable information in the 
liiinds of the government. Dr. Bruuner 
while in Diivana had the originiu reports 
from all the Spanish military hospitals 
These reports are now in the possession 
of Surgeon-^fCneral AVyman. Tlv 
show, l)r. Bruuner states, that there 
were in the Spanish hospitals daily out 
of an army of 110,000 men, from 30,000 
to 32,000 soldiers.^ The unsanitary con 
ditions surrounding tlie men and the in 
sutflcient, attention given them, together 
with lack of food, are responsible for 
those facts, he states. Dr. Brunner docs 
not think an army of invasion should be 
sent to Cuba on account of the likelihood 
of great mortality from yellow fever,

CHINA WAITS TO SEE. 

She Has Not Yet Declared Neutraliiy 
And United Stales Hopes She 
Will Not. 

Washington, May 1. — The Chinese min- 
ister, Mr. Wn Ting Fang, called at the 
state department Saturday, afternoon 
and had a talk with the oflieials con 
ccrning the war situation. He did not 
bring a notico of China's neutrality nor 
had he received word thus far from his 
goveriituent that (Jbiua will declnro her 
neutrality. The authorities here would 
not be displeased if China withheld her 
decree altogether, as su6h a course might 
be of distinct advantage to the United 
States in case Commodore Dewey's flee^ 
fails to effect a. landing on tlic Phil- 
ippines, and IS obliged to seek some open 
port. 

With an American fleet in Asiatic wat 
ers, the situation becomes hazardous un- 
less a belligerent port is captured or a 
neutral port remains open. ^ Up to Sat- 
urday all countries occiiliying Western 
Afiatic territory had declared neutrality 
exce))t China alone. The notice of 
Korea was given two days ago, thus 
closing all .Tapaiiese [lorts, including Y'o 
kohuiiia, which is the most advantageous 
harbor in Asiatic waters, and nearer 
the Philippines than any other port. The 
British and French decree closed Hong- 
kong and ports of British India, and of 
French Tonqnin. " ' ' 

AVhen Mr. Wu Ting Fang was seen at 
the Chinese legation last night he said 
that Iiaving received no notice of China's 
neutrality, ho presumed none had heiMi 
issued by the iinjierial government. At 
tho same time he hail noticed press dis- 
patches Hint tlie American fleet had le(t 
Mirs Bay, which is a Chinese possession 
owing to a declaration of neutrality. The 
minister believes this declaration if made 
was given by local ofllcers and iipplic: 
only to tho province of Canton. As ti 
whether tho Eniiici'or will decree neutral 
ity, Mr. Wu is not able to say.
